Judicial  Board  Under  Fire

On  Tuesday,  February  19th 
St.  Joe’s  was  visited  by  one  of 
the  world’s  most  celebrated 
and  loved  humorists,  Mark 
Twain.  Actually  it  was  Mark 
Twain  in  the  person  of  actor 
Ken  Richters.  Mr.  Richters 
portrayed  Mr.  Twain  in  a 
delightful  one-man  perfor¬ 
mance  presented  on  campus 
by  the  Fine  Arts  Committee. 

Mr.  Richters  is  no  stranger 
to  the  role  of  Mark  Twain. 
Not  only  did  Mr.  Richters 
write  the  show  which  is  com¬ 
piled  from  the  works  of  Mark 
Twain,  but  he  has  starred  in 
this  particular  show  for  the 
past  seven  years,  averaging 
180  times  per  year! 

In  an  interview  with  Stuff 
Mr.  Richters  said  he  had  no 
difficulty  in  keeping  his  per¬ 
formance  fresh.  “Performing 
the  same  show  180  times  a 
year  would  normally  be  quite 
exhausting  but  this  is  not  a 
‘normal’  show.”  He  went  on, 
“I  don’t  ever  perform  the 
same  show  twice.  Mark  Twain 
was  such  a  marvelous  man,  he 


left  the  the  world  with  an 
abundance  of  wit  and  wisdom; 
the  well  never  runs  dry.” 

Mr.  Richters  first  began 
performing  in  the  late  1960’s 
as  a  featured  dancer  with  the 
Simsbury  Summer  Theatre  in 
Connecticut.  Since  that  time, 
he  has  displayed  a  unique 
blending  of  talents  rarely  seen 
in  a  single  performer. 

He  has  also  done  extensive 
stage  work,  performing  in 
such  live  stage  productions  as 
George  M,  They’re  Playing 
Our  Song,  Oklahoma,  and 
Godspell  to  name  a  few. 

“The  stage”  explains  Mr. 
Richters,  “is  my  first  love  .  .  . 
and,  although  doing  a  one- 
man  show  such  as  Mark  Twain 
On  Tour  can  get  hectic,  I  love 
every  minute  of  it.” 

He  certainly  was  not  alone. 
Those  Pumas  in  the  audience 
seemed  to  love  it  as  well, 
especially  the  personalized 
“cracks”  about  our  one  and 
only  SJC:  “If  you  go  to  school 
in  Rensselaer  when  you  die 
you  won’t  go  to  Hades,  ’cause 
you’ve  already  been  there!”

Recently  on  campus  there 
has  been  much  controversy 
surrounding  the  current  Ju¬ 
dicial  Board.  The  procedures 
implemented  to  ascertain  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  persons 
involved  in  disciplinary  dis¬ 
putes  and  the  handing  out  of 
appropriate  sanctions  to 
these  individuals  are  issues 
that  are  currently  “under 
fire.” 

The  heated  debate  seems  to 
have  been  stirred  up  as  a 
result  of  the  hearing  held  on 
Tuesday,  February  26th  in¬ 
volving  four  SJC  students 
who  allegedly  became  em¬ 
broiled  in  a  dispute  a  few 
weeks  ago  following  a  school 
sponsored  skating  party  in 
the  fieldhouse. 

“Although  things  have 
heated  up  considerably  since 
the  trial,  my  concerns  over 
the  present  judicial  system 
are  not  new,”  explained  Mr. 
Bill  Maniscalco,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  for  Student  Affairs. 

There  seems  to  be  a  general 
feeling  of  discontent  among 
both  students  and  faculty 
over  the  present  Judicial 
Board.  There  has  been  much 
talk  about,  not  only  the  actual 
cases  and  their  resolutions, 
but  the  structure  of  the  board 
itself.  Dissatisfaction  over 


the  present  system  has  been 
expressed  both  formally,  in  a 
soon  to  be  presented  proposal 
by  Mr.  Maniscalco’s  office 
and  SA  President  Ann  O’Hara 
to  the  Student  Life  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  also  informally 
around  campus  by  students 
and  faculty  alike  voicing  their 
concerns. 

Stuff  decided  to  look  into 
the  intended  proposal  by  Mr. 
Maniscalco  to  find  out  what  it 
entails  so  that  students  can 
be  informed  what  the  pro¬ 
posal  entails  and  how  it  will 
affect  them. 

In  an  interview  with  Stuff 
Mr.  Maniscalco  stressed  that, 
although  he  has  some  very 
concrete  ideas  about  what  he 
would  like  to  see  changed, 
technically  the  proposal  is 
still  in  the  planning  stages. 
Ann  O’Hara  echoed  this,  say¬ 
ing,  “we  still  have  a  ways  to 
go  before  the  formal  proposal 
is  made.  There  are  certain 
aspects  we  are  still  negotia¬ 
ting.” 

The  main  thrust  of  the  pro¬ 
posal  is  to  make  changes  in 
the  selection  process  of  board 
members.  Currently,  students 
are  nominated  during  a  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate  meeting  in  the 
fall.  They  are  voted  on  by  the 
members  of  the  Student 
Senate.  Mr.  Maniscalco  would 
like  to  see  that  changed.  “I 


feel  that  in  their  capacity  as 
Judicial  Board  members  they 
have  the  potential  to  repre¬ 
sent  all  members  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body.  Thus,  they  should 
be  elected  through  a  general 
student  body  election.”  This 
method,  it  is  believed,  would 
help  do  away  with  the  “poli¬ 
tics”  involved  in  getting  on 
the  board  and  eliminate  pos¬ 
sible  alligences  to  those  select 
few  who  participate  in  the 
current  voting  process. 

Under  the  new  proposal 
members  would  be  elected  in 
April  to  serve  the  following 
school  year.  Mr.  Maniscalco 
explained  that  by  doing  this 
the  elected  members  would 
have  sufficient  time  to  be 
oriented  and  trained  for  their 
duties. 

The  second  major  compo¬ 
nent  in  the  proposal  is  to  re¬ 
duce  the  size  of  the  board.  It 
will  be  suggested  that  two 
committees  will  be  set  up, 
each  consisting  of  one  elected 
student  and  faculty  member 
and  the  Vice-President  for 
Student  Affairs.  This  step 
would  eliminate  the  confusion 
and  inconsistencies  of  work¬ 
ing  with  a  large  group  of  peo¬ 
ple.  Mr.  Maniscalco  proposes 
that  this  new  set  up  would 
help  ensure  responsible  and 
consistent  decisions,  which  he 
feels  is  not  always  the  situa¬ 
tion  with  the  current  system. 

“I  am  half-hearted  in  in¬ 
stituting  these  changes  be¬ 
cause  I  feel  disappointed  that 
they  are  necessary.  When  I 
first  implemented  the  current 
judicial  system  three  years 
ago,  I  was  confident  that  it 
was  fair  and  workable.  How¬ 
ever,  I  am  convinced  that 
these  new  changes  are  vital  to 
protect  the  rights  of  ALL 
students  to  justice.”

Their  travels  will  allow 
them  to  experience  a  variety  of 
peoples  and  cultures  through¬ 
out  this  South  American 
country. 

Why  do  they  want  to  go?  “I 
hope  that  this  trip  and  all  of 
the  experiences  will  help  me 
in  making  future  career  deci¬ 
sions”,  says  Paul.  John  re¬ 
sponds  to  the  question,  “Life 
here  in  the  U.S.  is  just  too 
good.  I  have  this  guilt  com¬ 
plex  that  I  need  to  do  some¬ 
thing  for  those  less  fortunate 
than  myself.  We  also  would 
like  to  share  our  experiences 


with  the  St.  Joe’s  community 
when  we  return.

Next,  the  imbalance  in  the  student  faculty 
membership  also  creates  a  problem.  The  ratio  of 
students  to  faculty  favors  the  students.  The  board 
is  made  up  of  more  students  than  faculty. 

A  third  factor  involved  deals  with  evidence  pre¬ 
sented  within  the  hearings  themselves.  It  has  been 
said  that  the  board  does  not  have  a  definite  rule 
regarding  evidence.  Certain  evidence  is  entered  in 
trials,  yet  other  evidence  is  not. 

The  final  two  elements  have  raised  the  most 
amount  of  discussion  on  campus.  The  first  is  that 
certain  individuals  attempt  to  influence  judgements 
even  before  the  hearing  begins.  Is  that  not  like  hav¬ 
ing  a  jury  that  is  partial  because  they  have  been 
swayed  by  something  they  have  read  or  heard? 

The  last  complaint  concerns  the  direction  of  a 
hearing.  Individuals  on  the  board  have  been  accus¬ 
ed  of  trying  to  direct  the  hearing  to  fit  their  pre¬ 
supposed  verdicts.  Apparently,  this  is  done  in 
several  different  ways. 

There  are  no  avenues  which  we  can  follow  to 
either  prove  or  disprove  these  allegations.  There¬ 
fore,  we  address  the  problem  to  Father  Banet. 

We  suggest  that  a  fact-finding  committee  be 
formed  in  order  to  look  into  these  problems.  The 
committee  should  be  comprised  of  three  faculty 
members  and  three  students  who  are  in  no  way  con¬ 
nected  with  the  present  judicial  board.  We  feel  the 
students  deserve  this  consideration.

Perspectives  From  The  Other  Half

In  the  January  24th  issue  of 
Stuff,  I  asked  readers  if  they 
thought  their  college  educa¬ 
tion  could  be  adequately  as¬ 
sessed  by  the  three  tests  that 
the  National  Institute  of  Edu¬ 
cation  provided  in  their  recent 
report  on  the  status  and  the 
potential  of  American  higher 
education,  namely  1)  an  un¬ 
derstanding  of  science,  2) 
cross-cultural  awareness, and 
3)  mastery  of  a  major.  My 
judgment  would  be  that  these 
three  criteria  are  incomplete 
and  that  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  proposes  more  rather 
than  fewer  quality  controls  on 
our  bachelor’s  degrees.  Thus, 
I'd  suggest  at  least  three 
more  criteria  against  which  to 
assess  the  quality  of  the  edu¬ 
cation  you  are  earning  at  SJC. 

To  begin  with,  a  sense  of 
history  is  an  essential  mark  of 


a  quality  undergraduate  edu¬ 
cation.  The  N.I.E.  list  is  over¬ 
ly  contemporary;  in  other 
words,  it’s  myopic  or  short¬ 
sighted.  On  a  more  psycholo¬ 
gical  plane,  it  lacks  roots.  An 
educated  person  cannot  be  in¬ 
nocent  of  knowledge  of  the 
roots,  the  evolution  and  the 
development  of  ideas,  values, 
and  institutions  over  the  cen¬ 
turies  of  Western  Civilization. 
Why?  Simply  because  time  is 
an  incontestable  dimension  of 
being  human.  History  is  a 
fact  of  life,  and  it  can  be  ig¬ 
nored  only  at  the  price  of  war¬ 
ping  one’s  comprehension  of 
all  things  human. 

A  second  “hole”  in  the 
N.I.E.  criteria  is  their  inatten¬ 
tion  to  values.  The  issue  of 
what  counts  for  you  or  for  me 
as  a  person  more  than  and  be¬ 
fore  anything  else  is  a  crucial 
question  for  higher  education, 


despite  the  fact  that  it  takes 
one  beyond  objective  and  em¬ 
pirical  knowledge  to  personal 
commitment.  Yet,  why  do  we 
seek  more  knowledge  if  it  be 
not  for  a  better  life?  Defining 
the  “better”  or  the  “what- 
ought-to-be”  is  engaging  in 
value  judgements.  A  debatable 
realm  perhaps,  but  not  one  of 
inferior  intellectual  quality. 
In  fact,  since  valuing  is  so 
human  an  activity,  the  rejec¬ 
tion  of  value  issues  as  irra¬ 
tional  is  nothing  short  of  a  de¬ 
humanization  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  process. 

Lastly,  our  goal  for  the  bac¬ 
calaureate  education  at  SJC 
involves  not  only  the  master 
of  one  major  field  but  also  an 
understanding  of  that  field  in 
the  interdisciplinary  context 
of  the  whole  range  of  possible

ting  with  the  class  of  1985.  I 
will  now  not  go  through  com¬ 
mencement  ceremonies  be¬ 
cause  I  am  sickened  to  think 
after  all  these  years  of  Core 
and  talks  on  Christian  Hu¬ 
manism  that  any  students 
could  act  so  brutally  to 
another  and  be  allowed  to 
graduate.

Exercise  Made  Fun  At  SJC

majors.  No  matter  what  your 
major,  you  should  learn  how 
many  modes  of  inquiry  work 
from  the  readings,  lectures, 
and  discussions  in  Core. 

So  there  are  (at  least)  three 
shortcoming  in  the  N.I.E. 
analysis  of  American  higher 
education.  Their  concept  of 
the  potential  of  American 
higher  education  is  not  as  rich 
and  as  fullas  it  could  be.  More 
to  the  point  for  the  members 
of  the  SJC  community  is  that 
we  should  not  be  afraid  to  say 
that  we  demand  more  of 
ourselves  than  what  this  pre¬ 
stigious  national  group 
thinks  undergraduates  can 
handle.
